emplacements  (batteries),  (R)  infantry  or  combined  arms  field  train- 
ing areas  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity.

Siauliai  Army  Barracks  Radviliskis  is  situ- 
ated approximately  3 kilometers  (km)  northwest 
of  Radviliskis  (Figure  1). 

The  area,  covers  approximately  50  acres 
and  contains  3 barracks,  2 administration  build- 
ings, 9 storage  buildings,  1 vehicle  maintenance 


building,  3 support  buildings,  2 athletic  fields, 
and  a small-arms  firing  range  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Four  KEYHOLE  missions  of  interpretable 
quality  from  April  1963  to  July  1964  were  used 
for  this  report.  Comparative  analysis  reveals 
no  major  changes.
